Daring  the  year  391  people  died;  the  Death  rate  being  9o3  per  1,(X)0  of  the  populationo 
6 Infants  died  during  the  first  year  of  lifeo 

The  incidence  of  all  forms  of  infectious  disease  was  extremely  low  due,  in  no  small 
measure,  to  the  success  of  schemes  for  immunisation  and  vaccinationo

Stanton  Open  Air  Pool 

This  concrete  lined  pool  has  a capacity  of  70»000  gallons  and  is  situated  a few 
hundred  yards  to  the  east  of  the  villageo  During  the  summer  months  it  is  in  constant 
use,  not  only  by  bathers  from  Stanton  and  the  surrounding  villages,  but  also  by  visitors 
to  the  Gloucestershire  Education  Authority’s  Summer  Youth  Camp,  close  byo 

While  the  pool  is  maintained  and  administered  by  the  Parish  Council,  the  water  is 
supplied  by  the  Water  Undertakingo  Chlorination  is  carried  out  by  means  of  sulphate  of 
ammonia  and  chloros  and  the  pool  is  emptied,  thoroughly  cleansed  and  re-filled  at 
approximately  fortnightly  intervalSo  Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken 
periodicallyo 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  in  the  district  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality  throughout  the 
yeaTo  All  the  public  and  some  of  the  private  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  none  of  the 
waters  are  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  actiono

The  improvement  of  older  houses  by  improvement  grants  has  again 
continued  throughout  the  year  although  this  year*s  figures  do  not  show  any  increase 
from  the  previous  yearo  In  accordance  with  the  Government’s  policy  to  deal  with 
older  houses  a random  survey  was  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  ascertain  the 
condition  of  the  existing  housing  stock  of  the  district., 

I would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council’s  staff  for  the  close 
co-operation  given  throughout  the  yearo

HOUSING 


The  number  of  new  dwellings  completed  in  the  district  during  the  year  totalled  5^8, 
of  these  531  were  erected  by  private  enterpriseo  The  Council  completed  17  dwellings  for 
elderly  persons  and  these  consisted  of  U at  Gotherington,  6 at  Twyning  and  7 at  Winchcombeo 

Taking  a figure  of  2o9  persons  per  dwelling,  it  is  estimated  that  accommodation  was 
provided  for  a population  of  approximately  1,589  with  consequent  increase  in  the  demand 
for  services,  such  as  sewerage  and  refuse  collectiono 

The  Council  has  continued  its  activities  regarding  improvement  grants  and  owners  of 
property  are  encouraged  to  make  applications  and  every  assistance  is  given  to  applicants. 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Country  the  District  has  seen  tremendous  pressure  on  the 
private  housing  sector  which  has  led  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  enquiries  made  with 
regard  to  the  various  methods  available  to  improve  existing  properties. 


The  introduction  of  the  Housing  Finance  Act,  1972  brought  several  significant  changes 
in  the  qualification  certificate  procedure,  all  designed  to  alleviate  problems  experienced 
under  the  earlier  enacting  legislation.  Whilst  more  interest  has  been  stimulated  by  these 
changes,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  comparatively  few  landlords  apply  for  certificates. 


As  part  of  the  Government’s  declared  policy  of  eradicating  existing  slums  by  1980 
Circular  50/72  from  the  Department  of  the  Environment  requested  details  of  the  existing 
housing  stock  of  the  District  and  to  estimate  this  a random  survey  of  one  thousand 
dwellings  was  commenced.

DATE  MARKING  of  FOOD: 


This  question  of  the  open  date  marking  of  food  has  taken  a step  forward  this 
year  with  the  publication  of  the  Food  Standards  Committee’s  Reporto  The  following 
quotations  from  the  summary  of  recommendations  are  of  great  interest. 

lo  The  present  laws  are  ineffective  in  preventing  the  sale  of  stale 

food  or  food  that  has  otherwise  deteriorated  to  an  unacceptable  degree. 
New  legislation  will  be  required  to  increase  the  protection  of  the 
consumer,  to  assist  the  retail  trade  and  to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  law. 

2.  The  extension  of  adequate  voluntary  systems  will  not  be  sufficiently 
rapid  to  avoid  the  need  for  legislative  action  and  a system  of  open 
dating  should  be  introduced  by  regulation. 

3o  Any  regulations  should  not  come  into  force  for  3 years  after  the  report 
is  published  but  they  should  be  made  as  far  in  advance  of  that  date  as 
is  possible  to  allow  for  voluntary  action  in  anticipation. 

ho  Regulations  should  be  restricted  to  prepacked  foods  at  least  for  the 
time  being  and  definitions  of  prepacked  are  recoiunended. 

5o  Certain  exemptions  from  open  date  marking  should  be  made  i.e.  foods 
which  do  not  deteriorate  and  foods  the  quality  of  which  can  be  judged 
on  purchase.

Two  complaints  relating  to  foreign  matter  in  milk  and  one  of  taint  were  received 
and  following  reports  from  the  analyst  no  action  was  taken  in  the  case  of  one  for  foreign 
matter  and  for  that  of  tainto  The  other  case  relating  to  foreign  matter  was  referred 
to  the  County  Public  Health  Officer  due  to  lack  of  evidence  since  the  contents  of  the 
bottle  had  been  emptied  and  returned  prior  to  lodging  the  complaint. 

In  three  food  cases  it  was  found  after  investigation  that  no  action  could  be  taken 
as  the  complaints  were  either  not  justified  or  lacked  evidence,  although  two  were  referred 
to  the  manufacturerso 

One  complaint  was  received  by  a parent  that  their  child  had  been  suspected  of  obtaining 
a drug  but  after  investigation  this  was  found  to  be  a confectionery  line  sweet. 

One  complaint  was  referred  to  the  local  authority  in  whose  area  the  shopkeeper  was 
situated  and  resulted  in  a warning  letter  being  sent  by  that  authority  to  the  manufacturer 
concerned.
